WASHINGTON I Clinton and Bush adminis- 
tration officials engaged in fruitless diplo- 
matic efforts instead of military action to try 
to get Osama bin Laden out of Afghanistan 
before the Sept. 11 attacks, a federal panel 
said Tuesday. 

Top officials countered that the ter- 
ror operation would have occurred even if 
the United States had been able to kill the 
al Qaeda leader. 

Defense Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld 
and Secretary of State Colin Powell, in a 
strong defense of pre-Sept. 11 actions that 
have become a major election campaign 


issue, told the federal commission review- 
ing the attacks that the plot was well under 
way when the Bush administration took office 
in January 2001. 

“Killing bin Laden would not have removed 
al Qaeda’s sanctuary in Afghanistan,” 
Rumsfeld said. “Moreover, the sleeper cells 
that flew the aircraft into the World Trade 
towers and the Pentagon were already in the 
United States months before the attack.” 

Powell said that even if U.S. forces had 
invaded Afghanistan, killed bin Laden and 


neutralized al Qaeda, “I have no reason to 
believe that would have caused them to abort 
their plans.” 

The testimony by Rumsfeld and Powell 
came against the backdrop of counterterrorism 
adviser Richard Clarke’s claim that top Bush 
administration officials had ignored bin Laden 
and the threat of the al Qaeda terror network 
while focusing on Iraq’s Saddam Hussein. 

Powell did not mention Clarke by name, but 
said, “President Bush and his entire nation- 
al security team understood that terrorism 
had to be among our highest priorities and 

it was.” HOPE YEN (AP)

Panel: U.S. Lacked Bin Laden Intel 


Sketchy details precluded attack on al Qaeda chief 


WASHINGTON I The day before the 
Sept. 11 attacks, U.S. officials set- 
tled on a three-year strategy to over- 
throw the Taliban Afghan govern- 
ment in case a final diplomatic push 
failed, the commission investigating 
the strikes in New York and Virginia 
said Tuesday. 

The commission report said 
U.S. officials, in both the Clinton 
and Bush administrations, feared 
a failed attempt on bin Laden’s life 
could kill innocents and would only 
boost bin Laden’s prestige. And the 
American public and Congress 
would have opposed any large- 
scale military operations before 
the attacks, the report said. 

In the end, it said, pursuing 
diplomacy over military action 


allowed bin Laden and other al 
Qaeda leaders to elude capture. 

The commission’s staff has spent 
months interviewing Clinton and 
Bush administration officials and 
poring over documents. Its pre- 
liminary findings, included in two 
statements issued Monday, will be 
considered by the 10 -member panel, 
which plans to issue a final report 
this summer. 

The staff reports found both 
administrations lacked the detailed 
intelligence needed to strike direct- 
ly at bin Laden, so they pressured 
Afghanistan’s Taliban to exile the 
al Qaeda chief, hopeyen(ap)

In his first direct response to 
criticism raised in a new book by 
his former counterterrorism adviser, 
Richard Clarke, Bush denied that 
he ignored Osama bin Laden and 


the threat of the al Qaeda terror 
network before the attacks while 
focusing his attention on Iraq’s 
Saddam Hussein. 

“The facts are these, George 
Tenet briefed me on a regular 
basis about the terrorist threat to 
the United States of America, and 
had my administration had any 
information that terrorists were 
going to attack New York City on 
Sept. 11, we would have acted,” Bush 
said. Tenet is the CIA director.

Medicare’s Final Countdown 


Trustees say program’s 
funding could run out 
in less than 20 years 

WAS H I N GTO N I Medicare will have to 
begin dipping into its trust fund this 
year to keep up with expenditures 
and will go broke by 2019 without 
changes in a program that is swell- 
ing because of rising health costs, 
trustees reported Tuesday. 

Social Security’s finances showed 
little change, and its projected insol- 
vency date remained 2042. 

The deteriorating financial pic- 
ture for the health care program for 
older and disabled Americans is a 
result, in part, of the new Medicare 
prescription drug law that will swell 
costs by more than $500 billion over 


10 years, according to the annual 
report by government trustees. 

Provisions of the measure that 
President Bush signed into law 
in December “raise serious doubt 
about the sustainability of Medicare 
under current financing arrange- 
ments,” the trustees said. 

The 2019 go-broke date for 
the Medicare trust fund, which is 
devoted primarily to paying benefi- 
ciaries’ hospital bills, is seven years 
sooner than what the trustees pro- 
jected last year. 

The trustees’ report is the first 
official estimates of the long-term 
costs of the new Medicare law in 
December. As they did last year, 
the trustees said that projected 
lower tax receipts devoted to the 
program and higher expenditures 


for inpatient hospital care also con- 
tributed to the growing financial 
problem. 

White House spokesman 
Trent Duffy said the rising cost 
of health care — and not the pre- 
scription drug program — is causing 
Medicare costs to swell. “It’s health 
care costs — over 70 percent,” he 
said. “Not prescription drugs.” 

Government officials have 
been predicting for years that the 
retirement insurance and health 
care funds for the elderly — both 
financed through payroll taxes — 
will be pushed toward insolvency 
as more post-World War II baby 
boomers reach 65. 

The trustees’ report is based on 
the estimates by Medicare actuary

Blacks Still Feel Racial Disparities 


N E w YO R K I Black Americans are less 
likely than white Americans to own 
homes, don’t earn as much as whites, 
don’t live as long and don’t do as well 
in school, according to a report by 
the National Urban League. 

The report, released on 
Wednesday, is a collection of sur- 
vey data and essays by experts in 
race, social justice, health, psychol- 
ogy and civil rights. 


The most conspicuous differ- 
ences it found were in the areas of 
home ownership and economic par- 
ity, with black earning power about 
73 percent that of whites. 

The Urban League report found 
that blacks are denied mortgages and 
home improvement loans at twice 
the rate of whites. 

About 68 percent of Americans 
own their homes, but the Census 


Bureau has reported that ownership 
among blacks and Hispanics is about 
48 percent. Nearly 54 percent of 
Asian-Americans own their homes, 
compared with 75 percent of whites. 

The report also found that, 50 
years after the Supreme Court ruled 
segregated public schools uncon- 
stitutional, black students’ perfor- 
mance still trails that of their white 
counterparts, chaka ferguson (ap)

security detainees Tuesday from 
Abu Ghraib prison, once Saddam 
Hussein’s most notorious lockup.

Tuesday’s event 
followed the release of 168 prisoners

Ousted Haitian President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide will not take 
Nigeria up on its offer of tempo- 
rary asylum, an associate said 
Tuesday. Randall Robinson, an 
African-American activist, said he 
had spoken with Aristide, who is in 
Jamaica, by telephone after Nigeria’s 
offer of asylum on Monday. “He has 
not asked and does not want to go to 
Nigeria,” said Robinson. Aristide left 
Haiti Feb. 29 as rebels threatened 
to attack Port-au-Prince, (ap)

Female Adventurer Aiming 
For North Pole Feared Lost 

Organizers fear that a lone female 
French-Finnish adventurer maybe 
forever lost in the Arctic after sev- 
eral rescue attempts failed to find 
her and her supplies were expected 
to run out. Dominick Arduin was 
last heard from on March 5 when 
she called by satellite phone from 
Arctic Russia at the start of her jour- 
ney, expedition spokesman Reijo 
Hietanen said Tuesday. “It looks very 
grim,” he said. Arduin, 43, hoped 
to be the first woman to reach the 
North Pole alone and unaided, (ap)

Israel says Palestinian militants in erosshairs 


GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Israel 
threatened to kill the entire lead- 
ership of the Islamic militant 
group Hamas after assassinating 
its founder and hinted Tuesday that 
Yasser Arafat could wind up on the 
hit list in the future. 

The accelerated strikes at Hamas 
are part of an attempt to score a 
decisive victory ahead of an Israeli 
withdrawal from the Gaza Strip. 
Israel does not want to be seen as 
being driven out by militants. 

The tough talk came on the same 


day Hamas hard-liner Abdel Aziz 
Rantisi was elected as the new lead- 
er of the Islamic militant group in 
Gaza. The 54 -year- old pediatrician 
replaces Sheik Ahmed Yassin, who 
was killed in an Israeli airstrike 
early Monday. 

“My people, we must unify under 
the umbrella of resistance,” Rantisi 
said in his acceptance speech 
in front of tens of thousands of

cheering Hamas supporters. Rantisi 
has pushed for accelerating attacks 
on Israel and rules out all compro- 
mise. His aggressive style is particu- 
larly popular with younger activists. 

The Israeli army chief, Lt. Gen. 
Moshe Yaalon, on Tuesday hinted 
that Arafat might eventually be tar- 
geted as well. The killing of Yassin 
should be seen as a signal “to all 
those who choose to harm us that 
this will be their end,” Yaalon said.

Death Toll From 
Madrid Bombings 
Revised Downward 

MADRID I The death toll in the 
Madrid terrorist attacks fell from 
202 to 190 on Tuesday when 
Spanish authorities announced 
errors in identifying mutilated 
bodies. They confirmed there was 
no evidence of a suicide bomber. 

Body parts contained in 13 bags 
had originally been thought to be 


from unidentified dead, but DNA 
tests showed the remains belonged 
to people already included in the 
death toll or to survivors who lost 
limbs in the blasts on March 11, 
said Interior Ministry spokesman 
Richard Ibanez. 

The devastating attacks in 
Madrid were Spain’s worst terrorist 
attack. The former death toll of 202 
had equaled the number of deaths 
in the October 2002 terrorist attack 
in Bali, Indonesia. That bombing 
had the highest death toll since the 
Sept. 11, 2001 attacks, (ap) 


2 Policemen, 9 Recruits 
Gunned Down in Iraq 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Gunmen opened 
fire on a van filled with police 
recruits south of Baghdad on 
Tuesday, killing nine, and assail- 
ants shot and killed two police 
officers — twin brothers — north 
of the capital. 

The slayings were the latest to 
target police and other Iraqis who 
work with the U.S. -led occupation. 

The attack in the south took 
place when a car pulled in front 
of the minibus full of recruits and 
assailants sprayed it with small 
arms fire, police in Hillah said. 


A U.S. military official confirmed 
that nine people died and said 
two were wounded. Iraqi police said 
one wounded trainee survived. 

In the northern city of Kirkuk, 
gunmen in a car killed two police- 
men and wounded two oth- 
ers, police Capt. Abdul-Salam 
Zangana said. He identified the 
slain victims as twin brothers 
Ahmed and Mohammed Kadhim, 
killed as they were parking their 
car in a main square and as wor- 
shippers left a nearby mosque.

China Nixes Talks 
On Human Rights 


Angry over possible 
eensure at the U.N., it 
ealls off U.S. dialogue 

B E I J I N G I China angrily suspended 
dialogue on human rights with the 
United States on Tuesday, one day 
after Washington said it would seek 
to criticize the mainland’s rights 
record at the U.N. Human Rights 
Conference under way in Geneva. 

Such a resolution has been 
introduced almost every year 
since Beijing’s 1989 crackdown on 
pro -democracy demonstrations in 
Tiananmen Square, whenhundreds, 
if not thousands, died. 

The United States decided not 


to seek a resolution against China 
last year because it said Beijing had 
made significant progress on human 
rights. But in its annual report on 
human rights released in February, 
the State Department criticized 
China for “backsliding,” citing the 
arrests of democracy activists and 
others who defied authorities. 

China rejects criticism of its 
human rights record, but has carried 
on dialogues on the issue with the 
United States since the mid-1990s. 

“The United States abrupt- 
ly betrayed its commitment and 
turned a blind eye to the overall 
improvements China has made,” 
said Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Kong Quan. audra ang (ap)

Taiwan’s Leader Willing 
To Accept Vote Recount 


TAIPEI, TAIWAN | Taiwanese President 
Chen Shui-bian tried to defuse a 
political crisis Tuesday, calling for 
a recount in an election he narrow- 
ly won just one day after a bizarre 
shooting slightly wounded him and 
his vice president. 

Thousands of protesters con- 
tinued to camp out in front of the 
Presidential Office demanding that 
the recount begin immediately. The 
crowd’s shouts could be heard as 
Chen gave his first televised address 
to the nation since his re-election 
Saturday. “I will accept it 100 per- 
cent,” he said of the recount. 


Chen’s challenger. Lien Chan, has 
argued that the election was marred 
by irregularities, though Lien has 
provided little evidence to prove 
this. Lien has also suggested that 
the shooting Friday may have been 
staged to gain sympathy votes. 

The bullet grazed Chen’s abdo- 
men, while Vice President Annette 
Lu was hit in the knee as they were 
cruising in an open-top Jeep on 
Friday. No suspects have been 
arrested, but officials have released 
hospital photos, DNA tests and bal- 
listics reports as evidence it hap- 
pened.

Md. Slots

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | Saying expanded 
gambling is not a Republican or a 
Democratic issue, longtime GOP 
congressman Wayne Gilchrest 
told House lawmakers on Tuesday 
that he opposes the legalization of 
slot-machines championed by 
Republican Gov. Robert Ehrlich. 

Gilchrest has long disapproved 
of gambling and his comments 
Tuesday pit him squarely against 
Ehrlich’s campaign to establish slots 
as a way to raise money for educa- 
tion and horse racing.

Unemployment 
remained high after the casinos 
were established, and the FBI called 
the areas natural targets for orga- 
nized crime, Gilchrest said. 

Ehrlich’s proposal was approved 
by the Senate but hasn’t yet been con-

Disinfectant for Water 
To Change Temporarily 


WASHINGTON I Officials in charge 
of the Washington Aqueduct said 
Tuesday they will temporarily 
change the way the water is disin- 
fected, but insisted it has nothing 
to do with ongoing concerns about 
lead contamination. 

“This is a good maintenance sys- 
tem to clean the system, that’s all 
this is about,” said Tom Jacobus, 
general manager of the Washington 
Aqueduct. It provides drinking water 
to the District, Arlington County, 
Va., and Falls Church, Va. 

In 2001, the corps changed from 
chlorine to chloramine — a com- 


bination of ammonia and chlorine 
— to disinfect water treated at its 
two plants. D.C. Mayor Anthony 
A. Williams is among the officials 
who suspect the change may have 
enhanced corrosion in water pipes, 
allowing increased amounts of lead 
to leach from the system. 

Also, the D.C. Department of 
Health said a six-year- old child was 
hospitalized Tuesday with elevatedlev- 
els of lead in the blood.

Gas Prices Soar 


At an average of $1.74 
per gallon, unleaded 
reaches a record high 

WASHINGTON I The retail price 
of gasoline hit an all-time high 
Tuesday — nearly $1.74 per gallon 
nationwide — reflecting strong 
demand, tight supplies and the 
high cost of oil, AAA reported. 

AAA, formerly the American 
Automobile Association, report- 
ed that motorists are now paying 
$1,738 per gallon for self-serve reg- 
ular unleaded gasoline, one -tenth 
of a penny higher than the previ- 
ous record set Aug. 30 of last year. 
Premium unleaded costs more 
than $2 a gallon in many parts of 
the country. 

“Unstable gasoline prices make 
budgeting for fuel costs extremely 


difficult for families and business- 
es,” AAA said in a statement. 

The Orlando, Fla. -based travel 
agency gets its data from Oil Price 
Information Service of Lakewood, 
N.J., which collects retail price 
information from 60,000 loca- 
tions daily. 

Gasoline prices traditionally rise 
between March and May as refiners 
temporarily shut down their plants 
in preparation for the peak summer 
driving season, when special clean- 
burning blends of fuel are required. 
These shutdowns shrink supplies. 

This year, the effect on price has 
been magnifiedbecause commercial 
inventories of gasoline are already 
low. For the week ended March 12, 
U.S. gasoline inventories stood at 
199.6 million barrels, down from 
202.1 million barrels a year ago.

Baseball Players

Union chief s remarks 
address possibility of 
stricter steroid policy 

BASEBALL I Major League Baseball 
union head Donald Fehr left open 
the possibility that players would 
agree to more stringent steroid 
testing. 

“You have to be willing to look at 
things again as current situations 
change,” Fehr said on Tuesday after 
meeting with the Boston Red Sox. 

Asked if he would be surprised 
if the steroid policy was changed 
before the labor agreement expires 
in December 2006, Fehr said, “I’m 
not surprised about anything one 
way or another.” 

Baseball’s steroid policy has 


been ridiculed by some because 
players are tested just twice in a 
one-week span each year and pen- 
alties are far below those in most 
other sports. 

Fehr met with the Red Sox play- 
ers for more than two hours as part 
of an annual spring 
tour. He wouldn’t 
directly address com- 
ments made by Curt 
Schilling in which 
the Boston pitcher 
incorrectly claimed 
the confidentiality of 
testing had been violated and called 
for testing to be conducted by third 
parties — which already is done.

Water World 


Mars rover beams back best evidence yet of a hospitable home for life 


S PAC E I Mars had a shallow pool of 
briny water on its surface long ago, 
NASA said Tuesday in announcing 
what could be the strongest evidence 
yet that the now-dry Red Planet was 
once hospitable to life. 

The space agency’s scientists 
announced earlier this month 
that the Opportunity rover found 
evidence of water in Mars’ distant 
past. But it was unclear whether 
the water was in the soil or on the 
surface. 

The new findings suggest there 
was a pool of saltwater at least two 
inches deep. 

A rocky outcropping examined 
by the rover had ripple patterns and 
concentrations of salt — considered 
telltale signs that the rock formed 
in standing water. 

“We think Opportunity is now 
parked on what was once the shore- 
line of a salty sea on Mars,” said 
Cornell University astronomer 
Steve Squyres, the mission’s main 
scientist. 

The findings add to the grow- 
ing body of evidence that the Red 
Planet was once was a wetter and 
possibly warmer place that may 
have been conducive to life. 

“This is a profound discovery, 
it has profound implications for 
astrobiology, and I’d like to say if 
you have an interest in searching

for fossils on Mars, this is the first 
place you’d want to go,” said Ed 
Weiler, NASA’s associate admin- 
istrator for space science. 

Although Squyres referred to the 
water as a sea, scientists said it is 
not clear how big the body of water 
might have been or whether it was 
a fixed feature and not just a desert 
basin that flooded periodically. 

The evidence also does not indi- 
cate when water covered the broad 
and flat region where Opportunity 
landed, called Meridian! Planum, 
or for how long. 

Nor does it indicate if organisms 
actually lived on Mars. 

If life did flourish at the site 
when it was awash in water, the 
type of rock found there is capable 
of preserving evidence of any bio- 
logical material, he said. 

“If we are correct in our inter- 
pretation, this was a habitable envi- 
ronment,” Squyres said. “These are 
the kinds of environments that are 
very suitable for life.” 

Weiler noted that a group of 
outside scientists was brought in 
to review the rover mission sci- 
entists’ findings before they were 
announced. 

The findings give NASA impe- 
tus to expand its Mars exploration 
program to learn whether microbes 
ever existed there and, ultimately, 
whether people can live there, 
Weiler said. 

NASA plans to send a more 
sophisticated rover to Mars in 2009 
to probe for signs of life. In 2013, the 
space agency plans to send a robotic 
mission that would collect rock and 
soil samples and bring them back 
to Earth for more detailed analy- 
sis.

A rare planetary 
alignment lights up 
the evening sky 

SPACE I Five planets are arrayed 
across the evening sky in a spec- 
tacular night show that won’t be 
back for another three decades. 

For the next two weeks. Mercury, 
Venus, Mars, Jupiter and Saturn 
should be easily visible at dusk, 
along with the moon. 

The planetary lineup will be vis- 
ible to the naked eye every night for 
an hour after sunset from around 
the world through early April. At 
the end of the year, the same five 
planets will reunite for a few weeks, 
but in the pre-dawn hours. 

This particular planetary group- 
ing may offer the best nighttime 
views until 2036, according to 
Myles Standish, an astronomer at 
NASA’s Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
in Pasadena, Calif. 

The orbits of the five planets 
take them to the same side of the 
sun every few years. The conditions 
have to be just right for all five to be 
clearly visible at dusk or dawn. 

Stargazers should look to the 
western horizon just after sunset. 
Mercury, Venus, Mars and Saturn 
will be lined up in the sl^ with Jupiter 
close to the eastern horizon. Saturn 
will be almost directly overhead, (ap) 


Bionic Man Hits the Trail 


One high-tech leg, 
2,000-plus miles for 
Appalachian hiker 

THE GREAT OUTDOORS I Ahikerwith 
a battery-powered, bionic leg has set 
out to become the first amputee to 
walk the entire Appalachian Trail, 
a 2,168 -mile trek from Georgia to 
Maine. 

“I am on my way,” said Scott 
Rogers from his starting point, 
Amicalola Falls State Park in 


Dowsonville, Georgia. 

“I have met tons of skeptics, peo- 
ple I don’t know,” “But people who 
know me know that if there is any 
way possible for me to do it, I am 
going to do it.” 

About 2,400 hikers start the 
trail each year; only one in five 
make it. 

The 35 -year- old former para- 
medic is embarking on the seven- 
month trek with the aid of a high- 
tech limb called a “C-Leg,” a 
prosthesis powered by a battery. 


driven by hydraulics and controlled 
by microprocessors that monitor his 
movement 50 times a second. 

Rogers lost his left leg below 
the knee in 1998 when he shot 
himself while hunting a snake. He 
has since learned to water ski and 
fly an ultralight airplane despite 
the disability. 

Two years ago, the leg had to 
be re -amputated above the knee, 
and he faced the prospect of using 
a wheelchair before he found the 
C-Leg.

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BOOKS I Hawaii has given us pine- 
apples, the hula, loud shirts and, of 
course, the ukulele. That diminutive 
stringed instrument is the subject of 
an appropriately modest-size coffee- 
table book, “The Ukulele: A Visual 
History” (Backbeat Books). 

This revised and expanded edi- 
tion of the 1997 book by Jim Beloff, 
ukulele authority and aficionado, 
provides a visual history of the uke 


in more than 200 color photos. 

Readers might be surprised to 
learn that although “ukulele” is a 
Hawaiian word (it means “jumping 
flea”), the instrument is not totally 
Hawaiian in origin. It was adapted 
from an even smaller instrument 
that Portuguese settlers introduced 
into the islands in 1879. 

Beloff traces the development 
of the ukelele and its spread to the 


mainland, where it found a home in 
the hands of Ukulele Ike (aka Cliff 
Edwards), Arthur Godfrey and Tiny 
Tim, who played his uke left-handed 
while tiptoeing through the tulips 
and blowing kisses. 

The book describes the instru-

NON -APOLOGIES I “Crocodile Hunter” 
Steve Irwin says he’s learned one 
thing from a debacle in January, 
when the TV nature -show host 
shocked the world by holding his 
baby son and feeding a croc at the 
same time: Next time, keep the cam- 
eras away.

AUTO BUYING I Fewer Americans 
chose to drive with the wind in 
their hair the past couple of years, 
a leading provider of auto statistics 
said Monday. 

Total U.S. convertible registra- 
tions were 296,433 in 2003, down 
2.3 percent from the previous year, 
according to Polk & Co. Convertible 
sales grew in the late 1990s and 
peaked at more than 310,000 in 
2001 before falling. 

“Convertibles are a more discre- 
tionary purchase than most vehicles 
and are sensitive to changes in con- 
sumer confidence and buying atti- 
tudes,” said Lonnie Miller, director 
of Polk’s analytical solutions arm. 
“The production of new specialty 
vehicles is also providing consumers 
with more shopping choices.” (ap) 


ROAD TEST I Move over. New Beetle. 
There’s a new, lowest-priced con- 
vertible on the market. 

Arriving in showrooms in time 
for spring, Chrysler’s 2005 PT 
Cruiser Convertible has a start- 
ing manufacturer’s suggested 
retail price, including destination 
charge, of $19,995. 

This undercuts the Volkswagen 
New Beetle Convertible, which 
starts at $21,475, and will help 
ensure that Chrysler, which is 
introducing two new convertibles 
this calendar year, “will be No. 1 
in total convertible sales in 2004,” 
according to Jeff Bell, vice president 
of Chrysler/Jeep marketing. 

The second convertible, due clos- 
er to summer, is the open top version 
of the Chrysler Crossfire.

IN A TOWN THAT’S Consistently 
rated as one of the best places for 
singles, it’s not surprising that even 
the District’s public transportation 
system would be a hotbed of dat- 
ing activity. The dark tunnels, close 
seats, soft blinking lights and, of 
course, long slow escalator rides 
make the Metro an ideal place to 
meet a partner. 

But the subway system plays 
another important role in the D.C.
